DX PROFILE - GLENN HAUSER 


Al] kinds of Li'ing have always fascinated me and I have never specialized in 
any one particular band. TV lA is my prime interest, with some 345 stations logged 
in Cklahoma, Utility Dating is also high on the list, with over 100 countries 
heard.
